He will never be a strong factor in 
church work. It Is purely benevolent 
enterprise on our part. We cannot see 
them wasting away, totally neglected. I 
do not wish to say that the Roman Ca¬ 
tholic church is doing no work in other 
quarters. They have many schools even 
on the West Coast in British Columbia, 
where they ntarted u school in our im¬ 
mediate neighborhood, after we went in¬ 
to that region. We have thus provoked 
them to good work.**

Washington, Oct. 28.—The latest Col¬ 
ombian note respecting the canal treaty, 
which arrived in Washington several 
da.vs ago, lias not yet been delivered to 
the stilt.* department, and there is 
some reason to feflr that a serious hitch 
is threatened. This note was framed at 
Bogota on Septeral>er 18th last, a date 
prior ro the urrival of Admiral Casey 
in Isthmian waters, and his checking of 
the passage of troops across the Isthmus 
by rail. 

Since that date the admiral has had 
occasion to assert a police power over 
the Panama railroad and in the harbors 
, at either end. There is reason to be¬ 
lieve that these assertions of power, 
though, in the view' of state depart¬ 
ment here, they have been exercised 
strictly within the limits ef the treaty 
between the United States and Colom¬ 
bia, by which the former guarantee* 
freedom of traffic across the IstlimuH, is 
view'd! by Colombia with growing ap¬ 
prehension and suspicion. 

Such an event as that recorded yester¬ 
day, for instance, when Admiral Casey 
challenged the papers of tbe Colombian 
warship Bogota, a vessel acquired in

On the 1GO- 
fioot level and also on the 300-foot level 
drifting haa been done to the workings 
of the old Glory Hole, the oldest mine on 
the Island. On the 80-foot level develop¬ 
ment work Is being pushed along also. 

Not satisfied with this depth alone the 
shaft Is being sunk to the 460-foot level, 
and It may even be put down to 560 
foet.

Surely 
be must, for it Is not in the nature of 
the man to subside so suddenly and go 
quietly into comparative obscurity. 

But Mr. Tarte will come forth again, 
and if the conjectures of the press of 
the East on both sides of politics as to 
the motives which actuated him be •well- 
founded, it ia difficult to say what po¬ 
litical form bis reappearance will take. 

The late Minister is uot the man to be 
bound down by political conventionalities. 

He Is not particular what the people say 
so long as their attention is particularly 
fixpd upon himself. If it be true that 
' he felt convinced that Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier's days of political activity were , 
about over and that he (Mr. Tarte) was 
preporing the way for a new leader in 
bis own person, it is safe to assume 
that he will take up a position in the 
ranks or in the front of the party which 
promises to bring him the greatest per¬ 
sonal advantage. Mr. Tarle ought to 
have known that in this democratic age 
leaders are born, not self-made. Sir 
John Macdonald, Hon. George Brown, 

Hon. Alex. Mackenzie and Sir Wilfrid 
Imnrier were forced to the front; they 
did not capture their positions by storm 
or stratagem. Wo are afraid the de¬ 
posed Minister paid too much heed to 
the arguments of'Conservatives when 
they were in search of * head, that a 
leader who would prove a success must 
be taken from tbe province Of Quebec. 

The truth is that a politician from that 
province to be eligible for the chief post 
in either political party must stand forth 
as a Saul among his brethren. The wis¬ 
dom of the choice of the Liberal party 
has been proved by the position their 
selection has taken as the peer of th* 
statesmen of keen Intellect and mature 
judgment in either Great Britain or 
France. If Mr. ^aurier had beep an or¬ 
dinary politician as politicians go in' 

Quebec or any of the other provinces he 
would still be Mr. Laurier. The leader 
born to lend will find his level from 
whatever portion of the Dominion he 
may hail. But In crediting Mr. Tarte; 
with auch an overweening ambition, re-. ; 
suiting in his downfall, we believe the 
press wrongs him. He says in his vale-' 
dictory that he was loyal to his leader,, 
loyal to his colleagues, anxious only for. 
tho good of his country, and that he la- 
pleased that he has been relieved of the 
responsibilities of office. We prefer to 
accept his explanation and to believe 
that he was simply carried away by the 
exuberance of bis disposition and the 
applause of the class which cheered him 
on to hi* undoing. 

The future courso of the ex-Minis^er 
will be a matter of interest to all Who 
are anything more than mere disinter¬ 
ested spectator* of political movements 
in the Dominion.

We do not know that the differences 
which are known to exist between Mr.

A UVmilAN I'KOVINCE. 


The Transformation of Manchuria—China¬ 
men Now Seem Intruders. 


The London Times Pekin correspondent 
describes a two mouths’ journey through 
Manchuria, where, in lire years, (here has 
been a marvellous transformation of the 
country Into what Is virtually a Russian 
province. Siberia, he says, appears to have 
been extended southward to the railway 
line, and Chluameu seem to be Intruders. 
At Hnllor, Where five years ago there were 
a few Mongol tents, Is now a Russian town, 
with Russian shops, hotels and hospitals. 

The steamers on the Snngarl river are as 
busy ns those on American rivers. Tho 
engine shops are equal to anything in 
Asia. There are engine sheds with stalls 
for 42 locomotives. There ere no railway 
guards. They are called frontier guards. 

The paper points out that the right of 
guarding the Manchuria railway waa con¬ 
ceded to Bosnia to enable her to coo tin up 
an effective occupation aftdr her nominal 
evacuation of the country.

KAFFIRS THE DANGER. 

Canadian Troops Sefrs They Now Re¬ 
fuse to Work 


“The Boers are properly whipped; 
they know it and any talk or suggestion 
that they hava any Intention of showing 
their teeth again is the purest nonsense.” 

This is the opinion of Trooper Thorn¬ 
ton, who lifts' arrived at Montreal from 
South Africa, along with Major Hosmer 
and eighteen of the 5th contingent of the 
Canadian Mounted Riflea. 

“There is more to be feared from the 
Kaffir* than from the Boers,” he continu¬ 
ed; “they £rt> becoming excessively Im¬ 
pudent and aggressive, especially in 
Natal, and have been so coddled and 
pampered by the Imperial authorities 
that they refuse to work. We left 
Capetown on the 10th of September on 
the Union Castle.

ORIENTAL BRAINS. 


New (and Singular Facta Reported By i 
’a Japanos© Professor. 

Some interesting experiments in brain 
measuring hove been * recently occupying 
the attention of th© Japanese scientific 
world. The result of these investiga¬ 
tions, or a part of it, was make known 
by Professor .Taguchi, of Toldo Univer¬ 
sity, at a meeting of the same kind a* 
our annual Medical Congress, held in 
the Japanese capital. The points which 
the professor kept specially before hi* 
min d throughout the examination of 
some 000 brains (of which about ,one- 
quarter were female) were as followa: 

1. Influence of sex on the weight of 
braiu*. 

2. Relation between weight and sta¬ 
ture. 

3. Relation between weight and age. 

4. * Comparison between Japanese and 

European brains considered physlolo- 
gically. . u . 

The difference between the weight of 
brain in the male and female is decid¬ 
edly more marked in Japan than 
among onrselves, a feature which might
